“We let the big fellow 
g o and convict the small fellow 
when he is found with a p int.” 
Mr. Moses cited the cases of 
Governor Jack son of Indiana, oi 
Remus the convicted wife-slay er 
and of Hick man, the fiend m ur­ 
derer, as p erversions of the law. 
No human sk ull can hold

smattering of the laws, he said, 
and besides, they are all ambi- 
g ious and intended 
to be 
by 
their authors. He asserted 
he 
had no disresp ect 
for courts, 
because we

“I may be wrong ,” the sp eak er 
went on to say , ‘ but I believe 
the man who violates the auto 
laws is as much of a menace to 
society as the man who carries 
a flask .”

Historians hav e sought 
to attach all sorts of 
signifi­ 
cance to this rather natural act. 
Some modern 
writers 
hav e 
sought to draw from it proof for 
the assumption that the 
two 
were unhappily married. Others, 
that it prov ed the 
opposite— 
that they were extremely happy 
and that Washington 
shared 
with his wife his 
ev ery hope, 
fear and amb ition 
and 
that 
these were to intimately record­ 
ed in his letters to her to stand 
pub lic scrutiny. 
M artha Jefferson died in 1782 
—a year after she was forced to 
rise from a sick b ed and 
flee 
from inv ading British 
troops 
while her husb and was gov ern­ 
or of Virginia. 
She 
b ecame 
steadily worse after this remo­ 
v al 
and 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
b lamed her death upon the Eng­ 
lish. He nev er 
married again, 
in keeping with a promise 
he 
made her on her death-b ed. Per­ 
haps it was b ecause of the mem­ 
ory of what she had done 
to 
help him b ecome great. But his­ 
tory is silent on the sub ject. 
Samuel Adams, at the time of 
his marriage to Elizab eth Wells, 
was a pov ertv -stricken widower 
with two children. There were 
some contemporaries who called 
him shiftless. 
But after his marriage to Eli­ 
zab eth, Adams b egan the long 
climb which was to giv e 
him 
fame. Indications remain which 
seem to prov e that Mrs. Adams 
was perhaps more activ e in help­ 
ing her husb and than any other 
wife of that time. She is credited 
w:th hav ing rescued him 
from 
pov erty and at a 
time when 
state m atters were 
claiming 
most of his attention. 
Accused of Treason 
Elizab eth Annesley Lewis, wife 
of Francis Lewis, a signer, was 
the first v ictim of 
an 
order 
which was posted in ev ery Brit­ 
ish post and issued to 
ev ery 
Tory in the colonies. It declared 
that the signing of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence had made 
108 Americans guilty of “tieas- 
on.” These were the 57 signers 
and the wiv es of the 51 of that 
numb er who were married. 
Complying with this order, a 
Captain Birch was giv en speci­ 
fic orders to raid Lewis’ home in 
Whitestone, Long Island, at 
a 
time when it was known 
that 
Lewis was away and to 
“seize 
the lady and destroy the prop­ 
erty.” 
Elizab eth Lewis b ecame a pris­ 
oner in a filthy b uilding in New 
York City. Her cell had no b ed. 
For three weeks she was allowed 
no change of clothing. Allowed 
to communicate with no 
one. 
Finally an old negro serv ant dis­ 
cov ered her plight. He smuggled 
articles of clothing to her 
and 
carried out letters to her friends. 
Threaten British Wiv es 
Congress 
demanded. oJL Jib e 
British authorities 


cord her b etter treatm ent. The 
demand was ignored until Wash­ 
ington carried out his threat to 
arrest and imprison the 
wiv es 
of two prominent British 
au­ 
thorities in Philadelphia. He sent 
word that unless Mrs. Lewis was 
released these English 
women 
v /ould b e 
accorded 
identical 
treatm ent. Mrs. Lewis was re­ 
leased from prison, b ut was not 
allowed to leav e New York. She 
remained there for weeks w ith­ 
out the b are necessities of life. 
When at last she was allowed to 
join her husb and in Philadelphia 
her family had b arely 
enough 
time to reach her b edside b efore 
she died of illness contracted in 
prison. 
Many more of the “wiv es of 
the 51” were forced b y the Brit­ 
ish to flee their homes.

There are so many laws that 


they have become a joke," he 
continued. "We let the big fellow 
go and convict the small fellow 
when he is found with a pint." 


Mr. Moses cited the cases of 


Governor Jackson of Indiana, of 
Remus the convicted wife-slayer 
and of Hickman, the fiend mur- 
derer, as perversions of the law. 
No human skull can hold a 
smattering of the laws, he said, 
and besides, they are all ambi- 
gious and intended to be by 
their authors. He asserted 
he 


had no disrespect 
for courts, 


because we can't expect -the 
courts to interpret laws when 
the legislatures never expected 
them to. Most present laws are 
dodged by the cunning of the 
lawyers, he asserted. 
"I may be wrong," the speaker 


went on to say, "but I believe 
the man who violates the auto 
laws is as much of a menace to 
society as the man who carries 
a flask."

MADE ONE JULY 4 SPEECH 


£ - Probably few people know that 
George 


Washington made one Fourth of July speech and 
*>oly one. There is an interesting story by Hen- 
r*y Olney about this speech in the current issue 
xOf the National Republic magazine. The original 
f copy of the address delivered at Lancaster, Pa, 
"is now in the Library of Congress at Washing- 
ton. 
Concerning this Fourth of July address 


?i>y the Father of the Country, Mr. Olney says in 
4part: 


"The diaries of George Washington contain 


.":ionly one reference to the making of a Fourth of 
"July address. This entry was made on July 4, 
1791, and reads as follows— 


'•T 
"'Monday, 4th—This being the Anniversary 


/of American Independence and being kindly re- 
quested to do it, I agreed to halt here this day 
and partake of the entertainment which was 
preparing for the celebration of it. In forenoon 
I walked about the town — at half past two 
o'clock I received and answered an address from 
'the Corporation and the compliments of the 
clergy of different denominations — dined be- 
tween three and four o'clock — drank tea with 
Mrs. Hand.' 


,vs , "It is the quaint but flourishing city of Lan- 


caster, Pa., that has the distinction of being the 
•only town in this Republic where Washington 
delivered a Fourth of July speech. Lancaster, at 
that tune was the largest inland town in this 
country. It was widely known for the beautiful 
and fertile farms that surrounded it in all direc- 
. tions, and also by the fact that the Continental 
Congress had met there for a day when obliged 
'"to. leave Philadelphia when pressed too closely 
by the invading British. 


Never before nor since has Lancaster had a 


Fourth of July celebration that compared with 
the one in which the hero of the Revolution and 


- the then President of the country, was the guest 
of honor. 
The news that the'Father of -His 


Country' would appear in person, and talk to 
.the people, spread rapidly throughout the village 
'.and up-find dpwn-rJtliejyoads^in every ..direction, 


i. ( All night long on -the third of 
*~ "-~^v Hte'l**ts busily ^engaged 


loi-the entertaiiimei&!" 


'••Qt the great man and the reception of thousands 
jof people from far and near who wanted to see 
'.the face and hear the voice of the world-famed 
"patriot who had been so largely responsible for 
"winning their freedom from the tyrannical king 
Across the ocean. 
At the break of dawn the 


people from the outlying districts began arriv- 
ing on ^orseback. Others came in dignified and 
^stately looking carriages drawn ,-by four horses. 
•Those — and there were hundreds otjlthem—who 
Jiad neither horses nor carriages, gladly walked 
•the long miles over rough roads to meet the most 
3>eloved man in all the land." 


States are obliged to keep their own citizens for 
one, two, three,' four and five years, while the 
waiting lists and the quotas are being-reduced 
to permit these aliens to cross the Atlantic and 
become citizens of the land of. the free and the 
home of the brave. It was an act of wisdom 
that the United States raised the bars against 
immigrants at the close of the war. If this had 
not been done Europe would have been depopu- 
lated by this time, and the United States would 
have been crowded with common labor com- 
peting for ordinary jobs. 


The immigration laws have been ^enacted 


under the guiding direction of Representative 
Albert Johnson of the State of Washington, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Immigra- 
tion. 
In a recent statement Mr. Johnson said 


that further restriction of immigration seems to 
be imperative. 
He says that the question will 


come up in congress next winter. 
One of the 


changes will apply to countries whose present 
immigration quotas are 10,000 or less, so as to 
enable immigrants from countries like Swed- 
en, Norway, Finland, Denmark and Italy to 
come into the United States as family units, in- 
stead of struggling to obtain admission in- 
dividually.

Those 
days, however, have long since 
passed, and the breaking down 
of trees, plucking of wild flow- 
ers, and leaving gates wide open

constitute flagrant violations of 
the rights of, others. 


It is regrettable that mapy 


city people abuse the privilege 
of holding a-picnic on a far- 
mer's place by failing to observe 
the most fundamental rules of:

openly boasted he intended to 
make to take Martha prisoner. 


After she- finally was rescued 


I from her lonely home, Martha 
| became an angel of mercy to 
the soldiers at Valley Forge and 
did much to keep their spirits 
from falling as low as the tem- 
perature during those 
bleak 


winter months. 


Martha Washington, after the 


death of her husband, destroyed 
every bit of personal correspon- 
dence that ever passed between 
the two. Historians have sought 
to attach all sorts of 
signifi- 


cance to this rather natural act. 
Some modern 
writers 
have 


sought to draw from it proof for 
the assumption that^ the 
two 


were unhappily married. Others, 
that it proved the 
opposite— 


that they were extremely happy 
and that Washington 
shared 


with his wife his 
every, hope, 


fear and ambition 
and that 


these were to intimately record- 
ed in his letters to her to stand 
public scrutiny. 


Martha Jefferson died in 1782 


—a year after she was forced to 
rise from a sick bed and 
flee 


from invading British 
troops 


while her husband was govern- 
or of Virginia. 
She 
became 


steadily worse after this remo- 
val 
and 
Thomas 
Jefferson 


blamed her death upon the Eng- 
lish. He never 
married again, 


in keeping with a promise he 
made her on her death-bed. Per- 
haps it was because of the mem- 
ory of what she had done 
to 


help him become great. But his- 
tory is silent on the subject. 


Samuel Adams, at the time of 


his marriage to Elizabeth Wells, 
was a povertv-stricken widower 
with two children. There' were 
some contemporaries who called 
him shiftless. 


But after his marriage to Eli- 


znbeth, Adams began the long 
climb which was to give 
him 


fame. Indications remain which 
seem to prove that Mrs. Adams 
was perhaps more active in heli.- 
iner her husband than any other 
wife of that time. She is credited 
with having rescued him 
froni 


poverty and at a 
time when 


state matters were 
claiming 


most of his attention.

of Francis Lewis, a signer, was 
the first victim of 
an 
order 


which was posted hi every Brit- 
ish post and issued to 
every 


Tory in the colonies. It declared 
that the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence had made 
108 Americans guilty of "tieas- 
on." These were the 57 signers 
and the wives of the 51 of that 
number who were married. 


Complying with this order, a 


Captain Birch was given speci- 
fic orders to raid Lewis' home in 
Whitestone, Long Island, at a 
time when, it was known 
that 


Lewis was away and to 
"seize 


•the .lady arid destroy the' prop- 
erty."

Elizabeth Lewis became a pris- 


oner in a filthy building in New 
York City. Her cell had no bed. 
For three weeks she was allowed 
no change of ;ciothihg.

Finally an old negro servant dis- 
covered her plight-., He 
articles of clothing tiai her 
carried out letters to her friends.
